A PROFESSIONAL ROWER. 


Elliott Working as a Stoker on a 
Steamship. 
From the New York Times. 

The once celebrated oarsmae, William 
Elliott, was one of the firemen of the British 
steamship Critic, which reached Quarantine 
from Newcastle, Engiand,late Saturday night. 
After the steamer had anchored at Quaran- 
tine the cover of one of the port coal bunkers 
wis left open and Elliott fell into it as he was 
walking along the deck in the darkness.

A Times 
reporter went on board the steamer in the 
afternoon, and was told by a burly sailor that 
Elliott was in his bunk on the forecastle. 
‘‘He was hurt pretty bad, and it’s a wonder 
he wasn’ killed,’’ said the sailor, as he led 
the way to the forecastle. ‘the reporter fol- 
lowed his euide downa steep companionway 
into a narrow compartment, in which were 
eight or ten berths. The place was dimly 
lighted by asmall oil lamp. In one of the 
lower berths lay a man who appeared to be 
possessed of great physical streneth. This 
was William Ejliott, with the fame of whose 
triumphs as an ®arsman all England once 
rang. The oarsman spoke modestly of the 
days of his success,and did not appear to 
have taken greativ to heart his misfortunes, 
from which he still hopes to emerge. Elliott 
was born 32 years ago at Hayfarm, North- 
umberland, England, where his father was 
a shepherd. He worked with his father until 
19 vear of ace, when he went the to “pits” at 
blithe, near Newcastle, and began to work 
there. He had never seen a boat in his life. 
One day in the year 1874,after he had worked 
six years in tbe piis, Eiliott saw a sculling 
match onthe river. Heinformed the wip- 
ner thathe would be able to beat him at 
rowing witbin a month’s time. The 
successful oarsman laughed -at him, 
but at the same time accepted his 
challenge, and a race was arrranged for £25. 
One month from the day on which he had 
first seen a boatthe contest came off, and 
Eiliott easily defeated his opponent, named 
George Martin. dn March, 1876, Elliett be- 
caine a professional! and rowed arace on the 
Tyne for £400 a side with Alexander 
Hogarth, beating him badly. Two v¥ears 
later Elliott chailenged Higgins for the New-, 
castle Chronicle Cup. The trustees of the 
cup required him to prove his claims ag an 
aspirantto the championship. He aeeord- 
ingly defeated Wm. Nicholson in March,1878, 
and three months later rowed ‘Higgins on 
the Thames, but was beaten’by the then 
In September oO the same vear 
Elhott entered for the Lowdon Sportsman’s 
Cup, and, by defeatihg Higgins, Boyd, 
Thomas, Nicholson, and Blackman, heb 
Ame the chathpion of England. 
started a publit house at Neweastlé and laia 
up considergble money. In 1879 Eliott was 
matched against Hanlan. He backed him- 
self to tiie extent of £700, and many of his 
frien(.s put up all the money they possessed 
upgn bim. Elliott iostthe race, After his 
(wéfeat by Hlanlan all his ventures proved 
became a bank- 
rupt. When the Critic left Neweastle a 
short time ago, one of the sailors, an old 
acquaintance of Elliott, induced bim to ship 
as fireman on that vessel, and he accordingly 
signed articles and entered the forecastle. 
If he can find a backer in this country, Eliiott 
says, he will go into training for four months, 
at the expiration of which time he will row 
any Oarsman, excep’ Hanlan and Wallace 
Ross, for a few hundred pounds. Elliott 
will probably recover from the effects of his 
fall down the coal bunker within a few days.

THE JEANNETTE CREW. 


How tne Peor Felluws Must Live in the 
Siberiau Wasies 
From a Letter by George Kernan, .he Explorer. 
Itis not surprising that Lieutenant De 
Long and his men when Nuras and Ninoder 
maun left them were threatened witb siarva- 
tion. [ct vou'd oardly bave been otberwis-e. 
Four months had elapsed since their aban- 
donment of the sbip, and it is not likely that 
thev started originaiiy with more thao two 
mvunths’ supplies. ayer and Weyprecht 
left the Tegethoff with 200 pounds of fvod 
per man and made it last 105 days. Lieuten- 
ant De Long cou d not nave done better, and 
robabiy did nut do as weil, since bis iarger 
ats bod to carry twelve and fourteen 
men to Payer’s eight. From the _ ver, 
day, therefore, that Lieutenant De Long 
reached the coast he must have been upon 
Sher rations, and long before the rescue 
party from bBoevnenga could reach him he 
Was probably reduced to absolute depend- 
ence upo. ine country. This vorings me tu 
the consideration of §the vital question, 
bow tung a party of twelve men coud subd- 
sist (bemseives at ‘he mouth of the Lenain 
the early mouths of winter. The animals to 
be fuuod op ‘he uortheru or seacoast border 
of the wieat Si -erian tundrain winter are 
the seal and tue white bear, in limited num. 
bers; the reindecr, the wolf and the 
polar fux; Lhe Arctic hare, the 
hem wing and the ptarmigan or 
White zrouse. Lheseal and the bear are 
hardly ts be counted upon, because their 
presence depends ia geiy upon open water, 
ani because they are not, I believe, found at 
the mvutp of the Lenain very great abuoa- 
auce at any seuson. The reindeer must aiso 
be stricken f:om the list for the reason that 
upon the appruach of winter these animals 
abandon the exposed parts of the Arctic sea- 
coast a1d retreat to the low lying aud partly 
sheitered tundras of the interivur. Few, if 
a vy, woud befound at the mouth of the 
Lena in October, Siberian woives and foxes 
are soshy aud fleet a8 to be approacned 
with difficuity, and the lemming is too 
Bsmallto be of much use. The game list is 
thus reduced to the white hare and ptarmi- 
gan. Furtunate'ly these animals are found 
along ailthe Arctic rivers in considerabie 
abuudanee, and the stunted wiliuows, the 
clumps of berry bushes and the thickets of 
kedrovnik, or trailing pine, which fringe the 
channels of there rivers at their mouths, 
afford them witb an exce lent covert and are 
their favorite resort. Upou these animais 
Lieut. De Long would have to mainly rely 
for food when reduced to extremitics, just 
as Middendorf did on one occasion at the 
same season of the year and upon the border 
of the same great northern tundra. I 
have known a whole Siberian village 
to sub-ist itself fur weeks at the crisis 
ofa famine upon hare and p'armigan 
shot and snared in the thickets along tne 
river. For instance in the winter of 1866 7 
the Arctic village of Avady:sk, in Northeast- 
ery) Siveria, Was stricken by a famine in con- 
sequence of an alm. st entire failure of the 
fi-u, and the inhabitants, when I reached 
there in mid-winter, bad lost the greater part 
of their d. gs from starvatiun, and were them- 
selves in a deplorable state of destitution 
and misery, and yet with the aid of some 
wandering Koraks, and, toward the last, with 
the hare and en which they were able 
to shoot and snare, they Kept themrelves 
aive until spring. I have sirong faith, 
therefore, that the crew of the first cutier, 
if they were not disabled by sicknes-~ 
or frost bite, could obtain envugh 
of such game to subsist them-eives for sev 
era' weeks. Finatly, if worst came to worst, 
they could prubably subsist themseives a 
few days more on boied reindeer moss 
(lichen rangiferinus). Nvustarving Arctic 
explorer bas ever, so farus I know, given 
reindeer mos: atrial, and yet [ think there 
is a strong oe Sir meagge that the human 
stomach @would digest and assimilate it. 
The fat, plump cundition of the reindeer 
even ion widwinter shows that this moss 1s 
highly nutritious, und the Siberan Koruks 
and Ch okchees are accustomed to take it in 
a haif digested state fiom the stomach of the 
deer and eat itin large quanties mixed with 
bioodand fat. Norde skjod, who, as an 
experiment, once mude bread of it, found 
it to be “*bitter, but nutritious.” and 
thought *‘itcould be eaten with relish by 
hun:ry mep.”’ 3 
With hare, ptarmigan, and, in case of dire 
necessity, reindeer moss, I think De Long 
and his men could keep themselves alive, 
even at (ne mouth of the Lena, for many 
days, perhaps weeks. There is consequently 
reason to bope and believe that they were 
ableto holdout until found and taken toa 
place of safety by the natives from Bolen- 
enva Whit I most fear is thatthe natives 
will not make the search for the missiny 
bouts thorough enough and will in case of 
iii success abandon & too soon. The de- 
pariure from the mouth of the river of all 
the crew of the whaleboat wili furnish 
the nat ves with an excuse, if they want one, 
for faiing to make the search thorough 
and exhaustive. “Whv,” they may argue, 
**should we risk our lives lonking for those 
lost foreigners when ail their countrymen 
have apperently given up hope and stirted 
forbome”’ Andthe argument would not 
be an eas: one to answer. If the natives had 
only been accompanied by an American of 
courage and determination—a man ‘ike Kane 
or Hayes or Scbhwatka—there would be com- 
paratively liitle reason fur apprehension. 
Such,in the light of what Siberian and 
Arctic experieuce | have had, was the situa- 
tion at the mouth of the Lena up to the date 
of ou: lust advices. I bave said nothing about 
the mis-ing sec: nd culter, because we have 
no infermaion upon which to found an 
opinion, Tae fact, however, that the first 
utter was six Seeks in opening communi- 
cations with the whaidboat, althougb both 
Janded at the mouth of thé s4meriver,shows 
thet a boat may be safe and yet have great 
dificuity im reporting itself safe and 
Making its safety known. The second cut- 
ter may have landedonu the western side of 
the delta, and may be awaiting help there 
just as the first cutter was at last accounts 
awaiting beip. Lo that case all which I have 
said of Lieut. De Long's party applies with 
equal force, but perhaps with less of bope, 
to the crew of Lieutenant Chipp. Both 
were etruggiing with the same difficu ities and 
facing the same dangers, but Lieut. De 
Long’s situation was approximately known, 
while that of Lieut, Chipp was unknown 
Que, therefore, might be reached and saved, 
while to the other succor might come tov late. 
Before the 16.b of Nuvember the thermome- 
ter at. the muuth of the Lena went to 30 de- 
grees below zero, Fabrenheit, if not lower 
and in such a temperature it would go hard 
with men who were Oo ppg sheltered 
and insufficiently fed, and wno were already 
exhausted by three menthe of toil, hardship 
and privativa.

Death of a Hungarian Nobleman. 
Prom the New York Tribune. 


Count Franz Thiard de La Forrest, an ex- 
fled Hungarian nobleman, died vesterday 
morning in lodgings at No. 16 E dridge street, 
where he had lived since Jast spring in great 
poverty, making a pretense of earning a liv- 
ing by practising as a physician. He was 
nearly eighty-three years of age. Death was 
caused by concussion of the brain rr: sulting 
from an accidental fal! in Grand Ftreet, on 
Bunday nicht. Among bis few acquaintances 
Hungarian was known simply as

guished name in his old home,and had owned 
large estates. Various stories were told of 
the manner in which he lost these. It was 
generaliy belived that he had been banished 
ecause he had been connected with Hun- 
garv’s unsuccessfulstruggle for independ- 
ence. Butan examination of his private 
papers made yesterday by Deputy Coroner 
Raefle, showed that he Bad left his native 
land in January, 1860,to goto France, ard 
in Juiy of the same year ke came from Havre 
to New York. His pas«port from Bucharest, 
issued to **His Excellency Thiard Compte de 
La Forrest,” was made outin regular form. 
In that, as in an earlier passport, the Count 
was described as having been born in 1799 
and being of the Roman Catholic faith. Let- 
ters were found from his brother, Count 
Joseph, who wrote in the year of his 
brother’s departure, reporting the result of 
bis «ffurts to» ]i the latter’s property. He 
mentioned 25,000 florins as the price ob- 
tained for his estates in Siebenburgen, and 
12,000 florins for “the coal mines in Gorz.’’ 
There was another letter, an official note 
from Nicolous, Bishop of Siebenburgen. A 
post-office ‘eceipt dated Sept. 20, 1804, 
states thut the Count was at that time in 
communieation with the Emperor Franz 
Josef I. A marriage contract, drawn in 
September, 1867, as proof of the se'tlement 
by Franz Thiard de La Forrest to his wife, 
Miss , of New York, of certain prop- 
erty, was left unsigned, and the name of the 
bride was not filledin. The contract men- 
tions the Count’s “‘severail estates situate 
in France and Germany, my _  ex- 
pected inheritance from my uncie,”’ 

Dr. La Forrest said at times that his 
brother Joseph held a position under the 
Austrian Government and still possessed 
tbe chief estates of the family; that his 
sister was a Countess Briese!l at Stuttgart 
and that his only daughter was at V'euna, a 
lady in wWaitiog to the Austriso Empress. 
He deciared that he had seen service in the 
Turkish and otbner armies io numerous cam- 
paigns. He was familiar with seven lan- 
yuages. He endeavored for twenty years 
witb poor success to earn alivingas a doc- 
tor, practising accordiag to the Rasypail 
schoo! of medicine. He died in extreme 
p verty, depending on the charity of strang- 
ers Who had taken him in from pity and 
who beyged the Coroner to be allowed to 
bury bim. This was granted. An effort 
will be made to reach the relatives of the 
dead Count througo the Austrian and 
Frenchconsuls.

Artillery and Rifies. 
From the Saturday Keview, 

In the Franco-German war the casualties 
by rifle fire amounted to about 94 per cent 
of the total loss; by artillery fire to only 5 
per cent. Notrustwortny estimate, so far as 
we areaware, bas been formed regarding 
the comparative damage effected by the 
variousarms in the Russo-Turkish war; 
but itis certain that the percentage of loss 
from eun fire was very small, owing to the 
indifferent handling of artijery on either 
side. Guns, then, even when well served, 
as were the German ones, do not effect that 
wholesale slaughter which would seem at 
firstsightto be their raison d’etre. And 
tnere is no doubt that all armies—especial iy 
those with small maneuvering capacity— 
fee! artilieryto be a terrible incumhrance 
unless when deriving actual benefit from its 
support on the battle - ground, 
Even an able and enterprising Gen. 
eral, at the head of an easily handled force, 
must ponder much how he had best dispose 
of that inierminable train of guns and wag- 
ons which biocks up the roads, which is 
powerless while in movement and against 
flink attack, and which demands the con- 
stant eseurt of another arm. But when 
armies are composed of raw material like 
that which wen: to swell the French armics 
on the Loire in 1870,. then, indeed, the pres- 
ence of anumber of guas is embarrassing to 
acommandin the highest degree. Under 
such circumstances it bas often bappvened 
that a Genera) bas had to think more of how 
he i. to preserve bis guns from capture than 
how to utilize themin action. Again, artil- 
lery is an arm costiv to maintain and trou- 
blesome to keep «: flicient. Moreover, in the 
last warit proved wholly inadequate to the 
battering down of well-prepared earthworks 
or to reaching their defenders. Further, the 
principal proj-ctile of artillery—namely, 
shrapnel sbe:l—is most effective against 
troops in formation or grouped in the open; 
but now, through the utilization by scattered 
infantry units of cover at every step, the 
missile is continually being defrauded of ap 
app: opriate target. Again, the « flicacy of 
gun fire is immeusely increased at tne closer 
ranges, but the growing power of the rifles 
tends to keep guns more and more at a dis- 
tance. Lastiv,it is acknowledged that, un- 
less excep ionally, the parapets of field-works 
are better occupied by rifles than by guns.

AMERIC aN TORPEDOES. 


Lay’s Inveniion Adupted by the Russian 
xyovernm: ot 


Frem the New York Herald. 


Intelligence has been received at the torpe- 
do station here to the eff ct that Mr. Jvbhn 
L. Lay bas been very successful in the torpe- 
dv experiments which he was requested to 
make forthe Russian government. It will 
be remembered that two of his muavable tor- 
pedoes were purchased by this government 
for use atthe torpedo station here. Mr. 
Lay’s experiment ~ at St. Petersburg were so 
satisfactory us to resultin the purch+se of 
his torpedo outfit for the use of the Russian 
navy. The commission appointed by the 
government of tha country to inspect Mr. 
Luay’s torpedoes, built by order of the chief 
of the engineering administration, under the 
inventor’s direction, assem Died a shurt time 
ago at St. Petersburg, to test the last five 
which were made under the conditions of 
eontract. Ao official report of the triais 
left no doubis ip ‘he minds of the commis- 
sioners as to Mr. Luy’s fulfiilment of aii he 
obligations entered into by btm. All the 
mechanism, both internal and = external, 
worked with perfect satisfaction. 

The weightof each of chese terrible engines 
of warfare was le-s than the limit of one and 
one-haif tons, as stipulated ia the contract. 
The capacity of the magazines was increased, 
and it was shown that if neces~<ary they 
could be made to contain more than four 
and one-half pvunds of dynamite or four 
pounds of compressed pyroxiline. At the 
Sume time the commi-sion Was convinced of 
the success of the improvements which or. 
Lay had undertaken to introduce—viz., a 
device to lower and raise, at the will of the 
operator and during the progress of the tor- 
pedo, the guide rods by which the line of 
direction is observed; an increased rate of 
speed, and, fia:llv, the explosion of the 
charge at any required depth below the sur- 
face of the water. 

During the progress of the torpedoes 
tbrough the water the body of the imple- 
ment rose avove the level of the surface con- 
siderab/y less than one quarter, as stipulated 
in the programme. Experiments four times 
repeated by the commission, proved that the 
speed of the torpedoes was mofe than the 
stipulated nine Enyvlish miles. Their aver- 
age indicated speed was ten anda balf Eug- 
lish miles an hour—thatis to say, there was 
an increase of sixteen per centin the rate of 
speed over that prescribed. The trial also 
demonstrated the fact that the charge may 
be effected at any. desired depth below the 
surface of the water, the magazine being so 
constructed that upon impact the same sinks 
seven feet below the water /ire, at whch 
distance it is held by metalic tables, 
and by adjusting the length of which was 
regulated the distance of ex,losion below the 
surface of the water. [Though the steering 
apparatus Was not arrangedin the manner 
intimated by its inventor, yet all of the tor- 
pedoes tried by the commission obeyed the 
rudder effectively and made evolution in the 
desired direction at the wiil of the operator. 
In view of these facts the commissivn con- 
sidered urnecessary the arranging of a more 
complicated apparatus by placing the rudder 
in given positions on an arc divided into de- 
grees. The motion of the torpedo forward, 
the act of turning and its stoppige were ef- 
fected with the desired rapidity aid pre- 
cision, and in the gpinion of the commission, 
with practiceand ca e on the part of the 
operator,the torpedo could easily be made to 
hita mark of the dimensions specified in the 
contrac', even in stormy weather. 

The official report of the commussion fur- 
ther states that Capt. Pilsoutski, Lieut. 
Strouskoff and the mechanic, Petersen, of 
the Constadt workshops, acd five soldiers of 
No. 1 mine company, ‘‘are fuilyjacquainted 
with the details of Mr. Lay’s system of mar- 
ufacturipg the carbonic acid, as also wich 
the metbod of procedure necessary in tak- 
ing apart and reconnecting the various sec- 
tions ofthe torpedves. These persons are 
sufficiently experienced in working to be 
able to manufac: ure the carbonic acid, as 
also to connect and to take apart the torpe- 
does, and to govern the torpedves workiug, 
without Mr. Liy’s personal supe: vision. 
Therefore the commission find that Mr. Lay 
has faithfully fulfi led the obligations under- 
taken by him in his con'ract male with the 
chief engineering administration according 
to his programme,as also the additional con- 
ditions imposed aud required from bim in 
improvements, and cons+ quently they find 
no objection to pa\ing him in accordance 

with the third article and clause of his, con- 
tract the sum of £20,000.

NOTWITHSTANDING the very ancient Saxon 
origin of the Grand Jury and the American 
Constitutional theory that it is the safeguard 
of human liberty, it is questionable whetnrer 
the sy8tem does not belong to a semi-bar- 
baric epoch rather than to an age of enlight- 
ened jvrisprudence. The theory that a man 
shall not be prosecuted fora criminal offenose 
until twelve men have secretly investigatea 
the case and determined to some extent his 
guilt, is nota bad one when honest, con- 
scientious men are drawn toserve as inves- 
tigators. No better protection can be de- 
vised against malicious prosecutions in the 
courts, where men are honest and where 
they regard their oaths, but in this land of 
freedom and lax judiciary the Grand Jury is 
ofiener the instrument of spite and malice than 
the strovg arm of Justice as it shoutd be. In 
an ex parte body itis nota difficult matter for 
designing rogues to nagipuiate matters so as 
te secure the finding of indictments which 
are merely intended to blacken character. 
Secarcely aday passes that somebody isn’t 
threatened with the Granl Jury, as though 
an action on the part of such a body were the 
terrible decree of the Vehm-Gericht. it is 
not an uncommon thing for Grand Juries to 
be drawn in such a way as to excite the 
suspicion that they are organized for the 
purpose of executing personal malice. It is 
net an uncommon thing, either, for the public 
to be provided with al! sorts of rumors and 
reports about the work of the Grand Jury as 
it progresses. Its deliberations are conducied 
in secret and if men observed their oaths 
people outside the jury-room would not 
| know 80 much about the terrible vengeances 
about to be visited upon them. There is 
certainly great demand for reform in the 
matter ofthe Grand Jury. It may not he 
easy toinvent a better system, but the fe 
ought to be enough legislative genius in the 
country to puta stop to some of its most 
flagrant abuses.

Commissioner Francis’ Pian for Their 
Removal. , 


“What are you going to do now, Mr. 
Francis??? 


Commissioner by a Post- DISPATCH reporter 
this morning and had reference to the ¢an- 
cellation of the contract of Slop Contractor 
Heman bythe the Board of Helth yesterday 
afternoon. 

“Oh, nothing at all just now,’’ answered 
the Commissioner. ‘You see, Heman has 
not removed any slops for along time, fora 
number of weeks,in fact. It won’t matter 


longer.’? 


“*You have had a great deal of trouble with 
Heman, haven’t vou?” |

**What will be the final disposition of the 
slop question?’ 

“Well, sir, [think a new ordinance will 
have to be passed by the Assembly to regu- 
late the matter. The present ordinance will 
do very wellif the contractor means to ate 
tend to his business properly, but if he wants 
to neglect it, the Board of Health is almost 

owerless to make him do his duty. I have 

or a long time thought that the city 
Should be divided into districts 
to facilitate the removal ef slops. A con- 
tract could be let from each district and each 
contractor would have no reason to complain 
that his district was too long or the work of 
removing too serious to.enable him to give 
his personal attention to his duties. 

‘*How would you district the city?’? 

“Into four districts, the first district 
would comprise all that portion of the city 
between the River Despereio onthe South, 
the Pacific railroad tracks on the North, the 
river on the East and the Stripgtown 
road and Grand avenue on the West. The 
second district, ail that portion from the 
railroad tracks to Cass avenue and from the 
river to Jefferson avenue. The third, all 
that portion lying between Cass avenue and 
Grand avenue, and the Fourth, all that por- 
tion between Jefferson avenue to Vandeven- 
ter averiue and from the railroad tracks to 
Cass avenue. The first and fourth districts 
being sparsely settled, and principally by 
private dwellings,where the accumulation of 
siops is not rapid, it would not be necessary 
to remove slops oftenerthan three times a 
week in the summer, twice in the spring and 
once in the fall and winter. The second dis- 
trict comprises the densely populated part 
of town, which contains many boarding- 
houses and all the great hotels, and here [ 
would require the contractor to 
remove slops once every day during 
the summer, and tbree times a week 
or oftener, if necessary, in other seasons of 
the year.”’ 

**Would it not be posstele for the city to 
derive a revenue from the sale of its slops, 
Mr. Francis??? 

‘Well, not justnow. That may come af- 
tera while. We pay nothing forthe removal 
of dead animals, andin time I should think 
we could make similar terms regarding 
slops. A great many people think that city 
slops are excellent food for hogs, but this is 
& mistake. So much broken oe and china 
ware is thrown into the slop barrels of the 
city that it would be dangerous to feed these 
slops to animals. It has peen tried before 
in other cities, and has _ failed. 
The best practical use that these slops can be 
puttois for manure. Thecity of Boston 
sells 1ts slops for manure, and bye-and-bye 
we ought to be able to do the same thing.’ 


PURLOINING LETTERS. 


A Colored Porter Arrested, Who Con- 
fesses His Guilt. 


Capt. John W. Luke, the secretary of the 
Masonic Mutual Benefit Society of Missouri, 
No. 522 Pine street, had in his employ until 
this morning a colored porter named Nicho- 
las Johnson, who lived with his wife and 
stepson in a small tenement house in the 
rear of No. 906 Market street. Nic. was 
quite prominent among his colored breth- 
ern on sccount of his connection with the 
United Brothers of Friendship, a colored se- 
cret society.

The letter carrier who delivered 
Capt. Luke’s mail was instructed to kee 
memoranda of all let'ers delivered, an 
the time of delivery. Tais was done and it 
was noticed that only letters delivered at 
the first delivery at half past seven o’clock 
in the morning were missed. Suspicion was 
thus directed at Johnson. Yesterday morn- 
ing three decoy letters. containing small 
sums of money’ were sent to Capt. Luke 
and were promptly gobbled by Johnson, 
This morning Capt. F. W. Schuarte, of the 
government force, and Detective Stewart, of 
the municipal force, arrested Johnson upon 
a warrant charging him with grand larceny. 
He was very much frightened and readily 
confessed his guilt. After landing the pris- 
oner in jail the detectives, accompanied by 
Mr. H. C. Wright, superintendent of the 
money order department, and Capt. Luke, 
procured a search warrant from the mayor 
authorizing them to make athorough search 
of Johnson’s dweliing for the possible recov- 
ery of the stolen property. Nothing was 
found, however, beyond a number of licen- 
tious pictures and books, of which Johnson 
had quite a collection.

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STANDARD TIME. 


A System Suggested to the Society of 
Civil Engineers. 


New York, January 20.—The Society of 
Civil Engineers, now in session here, are in 
favor of adopting a uniform system of stan- 
dard time for all the world, and they have re- 
solved’o put themselves in communication 
with the scientific men in this country and in 
Europe who are now agitating this question, 
with a view to holding a convention at an 
early date to consider the matter. A plan 
proposed by Sanford Fleming, chief engineer 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and sub- 
mitted to the seciety to-day, was received 
with consideranle favor. It is as follows: 

It is proposed to establish one universal 
standard of time which mav be common to 
all people throughout the world, to be based 
on the unit measure of time, to be denoted 
by the diurnal revolution of the earth as de- 
termined by the mean solar passing at one 
particular meridian to be selected as a time 
zero. The prime meredian and the time zero 
areto be established through the Pacific 
ocean. The unit measure will be divided 
mto twent y- four equal parts, these to be de- 
fined by standard time meridians established 
around the globe, fifteen degrees of longi- 
tude, or one hour, distant from each other. 

THE STANDARD TIME MERIDIANS 

are to be denvted by the letiers of the Eng- 
lish alphabet, which, omitting J and V, are 
twenty-fourin number, the zero meridian 
to be lettered Z, the remaining meridians to 
be lettered in order from east to west. 
The adoption of this system in the United 
States and Canada would, exc)usive of New- 
foundland and Ala-ka, have the effect of re- 
ducing the standards of time tofour. These 
four standards would represent the merid- 
ians, R. 8S. T. and U. Under this plan the 
noon ietierin every instance would agree 
with the letter by which the standard mer- 
idian of the locality would be known. Ad- 
vancing westwarily,local time wou'!d become 
one hour slower from meridian to meridian, 
as indicated by the numerais which denote 
the forenoon hours, while the afternoon let- 
ters would everywhere bein perfect sgree- 
ment. The timeof New York wouid be 
regulated by standard R, Chicago bv stand- 
ard 8, Denver by standard T. and San Frar- 
ciso by standard U, exch standard differing 
by steps atonehour. Ye',at any given bour 
in the afternocon—say at W—it would be W 
o’clock at the same moment in absolute time 
all over the world.

The Various Torpedo Manufacturing 
Companies Amalgamated. 

NEw YORK, January 20.—It was an- 
nounced to-day from Newport that a con- 
solidation of ail the interests ofthe torpedo 
patentees working upon the electrical sys- 
tem had been effecte, and that hereafter 
they would be known as the Lay Torpedo 
Company. The boat whichthe consolidated 
company will build will be very much faster 
than any built before—not less than fourteen 
knots an hour—and will be smaller and 
lighter. It can be run under or on top of the 
water, as may be desired.

Mr. Gladstone’s reference at the Guildhall 
last week tothe Prince of Wales, and his 
completion of his fortieth year, was the sole 
felicitous and picturesque touch in a speech 
that was in other respects a masterpiece of 
the art of saying nothing.

condolences on the death of the Princess

A case of poisoning recently occurred in 
this city under strange 


About two weeks agoa nine-year-old aon 
of Mr. John Woertz, a shoemaker living on 
Tweifth street, below Yilbert, went in com- 
pany with bis brothers toa festival at the 
Pitman Methodist Church. He diversified 
the pleasures of the evening by indulging 
pretty freely in colored Candies, 
and before leaving the festive scene 
he was also persuaded to mak: 
away witha plate of ice cream. The child 
retired to rest apparentiy in the best of 
health, but about 8o’clock in the morning 
the family were awakened by his moans, 
and-on his mother rushing to his bedside 
he was barely able to make her understaud 
that he was suffering severe pains in the 
stomach. Shortlyafter this he was seized 
with a violent fit of vomiting, and tben be- 
came delirious, from which he feil into a 
comatose condition. Dr. James F. Berlet, 
who was called in at the outset, immediate- 
ly Baw that the case was a 
serious one, and a close study of the symp- 
toms enabled him to arrive at the 
conclusion that the child had been 
poisoned. Fora week the little one layin a 
comatose state, varied but once by a brief 
spell of delirium, and then death put an end 
to his sufferings. A portion of the vowit, 
which had been preserved, isto be submit- 
ted toa chemist for anaiysis. Shortly after 
it bad been gathered in a glass a white sedi- 
ment appeared at the bottom, and persons 
who bave examiued this say that it is Geor- 
gia clay, a material used largely by confec- 
tioners to give whiteness and weight to the 
sweets. Whether this adulteration contains 
within itse!f the elements of death is a ques- 
tion to ve solved by the analysis.

Perhaps, if 
the teetotalers could offer him a better drink 
in its place, they might lead him to temper- 
ance.

Thus runs the second stanza of a quaint, 
but very suggestive little Norse ballad, whose 
first stanzais very tender and affectionate 
towards the pet lamb, and whose third caps 
the climax of the whole, running: 


O, my pet lamb try to grow 
Fine and fat, wheresoe’er you go; 
Know you not, little sweeting, 
Spring lamb is dainty eating. 


**T’?d as soon eat a Daby as a pet animal,’’ 
exclaimed a friend the other day, whose cat 
has a better life of it than many a child in 
other families, and for the mischief of shock- 
ing whom I hummed over these verses the 


other day. 

But it was of the lines at the head of this 
letter that I was reminded this morning, 
when I saw a lady clad in one of the fong, 
ample silk garments now so much in vogue, 
long-haired fur, and lined with lamb-skin, 
the white fleece of which in its soft, curiyv, 
pure white rings, was very pretty, and looked 
48 Warm and cosy as could be. And then I 
meditated upon the possibilities within 
reach of our farming classes. Aimost any 
daughter of a small farmer may have a ‘*pet 
lamb” or two for the rearing, and then the 
following season she may havea fur-lined 
dotman as well as the wife of the bigzest vil-

WHIPPED BY HiS WIFE. 


How Mrs. Jas. Cheetham Kept Her 
Husband in Subjection. 
From the New York Times, Jan. 13. 

The troubles ofthe Cheetham family oc- 
cupied the attention of Justice Waish, in 
Brooklyn, for several hours yesterday, and 
ufforded much amusement to an audience 
that filled all the benches in the court room. 
The Cheethbams keep a boarding house at 
N». 82 Hicks street, BrooKfyn. Mr. Jas. 
Cheetham, a  gentieman of slender 
build, dclicateappearance, and aged about 
sixty years, claimed to bethe head of the 
esiablishment. Mrs. E'len H. Cheetham, 
a large, robust woman of Se 
disputed the claim, and out of the 
dispute grew much domestic misery, which 
culminated on several occasionsin trials of 
physical strength. Mrs. Cheetham’s strength 
was more than a match for the skill of her 
better half. Finally, after repeated defeats 
Mr. Cheetham deeming discretion the better 
part of valor, fled from the Hicks street 
mansion, sought sanctuaryin the house of a 
married daughter at No, 273 Degraw street, 
and soen thereafter brought legal proceed. 
ings to have his wife punished for assauit 
The examination took place yesterday. Mr. 
Cheetham went on the stand, and after 


describing many petty anncyances to 
which his wife bad subjected him 
in the shape of severe snub»ings 


administered in the presence of 
the male boarders, brought his narrative 
down tothe 28th of December. On that 
day the plaintiff and defendant disputed over 
a trunk belonging to one of the boarders, 
which had been broken open. Mr. Cheet- 
ham admitted that in the heat of the dispute 
be had toid his wife that her mouth was too 
big and that he could see blue Himes coming 
out of it. After making this statement he 
hastily retreated to bis room and locked the 
dvor. Mrs. Cheetham at once proceeded to 
fasten the door on the outside by tying a 
strap around the handie. Fearing compul- 
sory imprisonment Cheetham rushed out 
and struck blindly at his wife. She reeled 
against the wall, but speedily recovered, and 
seizing her husband by the whiskers, 
*-ouged his cheek.’’ 

W ben it came the defendant’s turn to take 
the stand she related the Jollowing incident 
as going to show how groundiess were the 
causes of Mr. Cheetham’s complaints: A 
German boarder named Lobe had just fin- 
ished taking his breakfast, when the piain- 
tiff, addressing his wife, called down stairs: 

®. Lillie, has Mr. Lobe had his breakfast? 
A. Yes. 

Q. What’she doing down there? A. Come 
down and see. 

**When Mr. Lobe had gone away,” said 
Mrs. Cheetham, “‘my husband came down 
and accused me ofbeing too free with him, 
and of baving said ‘au revoir,’ which he de- 
fined as ‘good by, sweet love, until we meet 
again.’ In the evening when Mr. Lobe came 
home I asked bim totake up the insult my 
husband had puton me, but my husbend 
wouldn’t fight. When I found that Mr. 
Cheetham would not fight with a man I very 
gently poured six glasses of water down his 
pack and one‘tumbler of Vinegar to preserve 
him forfuture reference. He immediately 
got up and struck me. I caught hold of his 
whiskers and gave himasqueeze. He then 
said I had gone toa picnic witb a young man. 
I asked him to take that statement back, and 
he refused. I then proceed to box his ears. 
I asked him again to take it back, and he 
said: ‘I’m sorry, my jewel, but it 1s the 
truth.’ 1 boxed his ears again, and gave him 
a third ehance to take back what he had gaid 
but as he still refused, I gave him a atil 
heavier box on the ear.’’ Explaining the 
circumstances connected with one of the 
numerous encounters she had with her hus- 
band, Mrs. Cheetham, addressing the Judge, 
said: “Your Honor, I don’t know how to 
fight, but I can everiastingly catch hold of a 
man and sqtfeeze him so he cannot give me a 
bleck eye.” A number of the boarders are 
yet to testify, and the examination will be 
continued on Monday next.

beck, who shipped the animals at his 
own risk. In a pen adjoining the five long- 
lepged and iong-necked creatures that 
reached here alive were three African zebus. 
One of these, a male, is brown and white in 
color,and the two cows area handsome 
ehestnut-brown. These animals have a 
hump on their back which 1s very highly es- 
teemed for food, and is situated just behind 
the shoulders, much like that of a drome- 
dary. but running longitudinallyiustead of 
horizontally. They have the wide-spreading 
horns of the Cape Town cattle, and differ iu 
appearance from them oniy by reason of the 
hump alluded to. Ia India these animals 
are regarded as sacred by the Hindus, and 
they are also worshiped in some parts of 
Northern Africa. Thetemper of the ani- 
uals would seem to indicate that they pre- 
ferred reverence to the ordinary treatment 
which cattle receive, and they evinced the 
particular fondness for silk bats which the 
giraffes seemed to have when the Times’ re- 
porter was made acquainted with them in 
tbe hold of the Neckar. Nearto them were 
two African ostriches, the first two ever ime 
ported to this country, and birds in which 
the ladies will take especial interest when 
they are exhibited at the opening of the 
show in Madison Square Garden on the Ist of 
March next. The long necks of both male 
and female are covered with the rich 
white plumage characteristic of the bird, the 
head being covered by a delicately pink col- 
ored skin, and the body from the shoulders 
down with a mass of rich black plumes. Be- 
side these animals there were in the cars a 
fine large specimen of the Peruvian guanaco. 
The guanacois a native of the Andes, is 
larger than the llama, and is, with the camel, 
a member of the same species, though smaller 
in size, lacking the hump, and having a finer 
wool. A peculiar animal of the collection is 
an East Indian buffalo, white in color, in- 
stead of being brown, as are the ordinary 
buffaloes or the bisons of this country. Two 
finely -plumaged horn-bilis, a kind of bird 
peculiar to the East Indies, whose feature is 
the wide bill, completed the collection.

Effect Upon the Gues's, Boarders and 
Family of a Hutel keeper. 


Mr. Robert Goode, the young attorney of 
watbetic taste, tiled a petition this morning 
in the Circvit Court,embracng the late-t 
unique form of pleading. The quoted sen- 
tences given below give an idea of the style. 
The suit is entered for George William» 
against John M. Harney, claiming $5,000 
dam#ges under the following circumstances: 


Mr. Wil fams states thatin May, 1879, Mr. 
Hearney lea-ed to bim for three years the 
St. Clair Hotel, on Third 
and M rket streets, at a rental 
of $1.200 perannum. He savs that he faith- 
fuiiy performed his part of the contrac:, but 
inp the year 1880 the roof of the hovel *“*which 
was Old and worthless, became from age so 
out of repair as to be no protection against 
the free passage of the flucds of beaven when- 
ever the herxvens fl»oded. Up to that 
time Mr. Wi liams had enjoyed «a lucrative 
patronege and bad his roums contipuous!s 
occupied vy guests and boarders, but from 
that time to the present tne roof has become 


worse and worse until _ a 
now absolutely wortbless. By the 
failure aod refusal of Mr. Harney 


to render the hotel tenantable although ex-
